HELLO  PAID  CLUB  MEMBERS: 

I  have  as  of  this  writing,  everyone  that  Is  a 
paid  member,  has  been  assigned  a  password 
for  the  NEW  system  INSTALLED  on  the  147.120 
machine.  If  you  know  that  you  have  been 
missed,  I  apologize  for  the  error,  as  it  has  taken 
a  lot  of  time  to  get  all  the  data  between 
KEN-N9LSX;  JOHN-KE9AS;  and  myself  current 
and  up  to  date.  I  also  want  to  take  time  to 
thank  everyone  for  patience  with  our  problems 
we  have  been  having. 

Hopefully  in  the  future  we  will  be  able  to  finish 
work  on  other  aspects  of  this  system  which 
will  further  enhance  our  new  machine  and 
controller.  The  last  problem  we  experienced 
was  not  WEATHER  related  and  J0HN-KE9AS  was 
able  to  fix  it  until  I  had  a  chance  to  get  up  and 
changed  a  few  components,  We  currently  are 
awaiting  for  a  different  cabinet  to  re-install  the 
new  system  into;  as  this  cabinet  is  not  of 
proper  design  for  our  current  needs. 

In  the  future  look  for  the  delay  board  to  be 
re-installed  and  will  eliminate  any  SQUELCH  tail 
you  now  hear  and  make  this  machine  more 
pleasant  to  use.  Also  we  will  be  hooking  up  the 
encoder  tone  on  the  TX  AUDIO  and  at  that  time 
we  will  be  putting  PL  on  line  FULL  TIME.
